It is not yet clear through 
what mischance the force. which wags led 
by guides, came upon the Boer trenches 
S80 unexpectedly and so suddenly, Our men 
were totally unprepared. They had not 
even fixed bayonets. The disaster was all 
the more exasperating because of the 
consciousness that, had the brigade been 


extended and with bayonets tixed, the 
trenches might have been successfully 


rushed with far less sacrifice of life. 
Boers Are Driven Back. 


London, December 14.—The, war office 
has received the following from General 
Forestier Warner at Cape Town: “Gen- 
eral French wires, under date of De- 
cember 13th, reporting a skirmish at 4 
o'clock in the morning with 1,800 Boers, 
who were advancing southward toward 
Naauwpoort. The skirmishing continued 
all the morning, the Boers fighting on a 
front of fourteen miles. The enemy re- 
tired with a loss of forty killed and 
wounded. Our casualties were one killed 
and seven wounded, including one officer 
and two missing.’’

lustrious co’leagues framed for its guid- 
ance and government. He was the na- 
tional architect, says Bancroft, the his- 
torian, and but for him the nation could 
not have achieved its independence, coul 

not have formed its union, could not have 
put the federal government into opera- 
tion. He had neither precedent nor pred- 
ecessor. His work was original and con- 
structive and has met successfully the 
severest tests. He selected the site for 
the capital of the repubtic he founded, 
and gave it the name of the Federal 
City, but the commission substituted the 
name of Washington as more pre yer 
to be a etual recognition of the ser- 
vices ota commander-in-chief of the 
continental army, the president, the pres- 
ident of the convention which framed the 
constitution, and the first president of 
the repub‘ic. More than 70,000,000 people 
acknow'edge allegiance to the flag ‘which 
he made triumphant. The nation is his 
best eulogist and his noblest monument. 


A Hundred Years Ago. 


I have been deeply interested and touch- 
ed by the sentiments of his contempora- 
ries, uttered a hundred years ago on the 
occasion of his death. The Rev. Walter 
King, of Norwhich, Conn., in the course 
of an eloquent eulogy delivered in that 
city on January 5, 1800, said in part: 

‘“By one mighty effort of manly reso- 
lution we were born anew and declared 
our independence. Now eommenced the 
bloody contest for everything we held 
dear. The same Almighty Being by whose 
guidance we were hitherto conducted be- 
held us with compassion, and saw what 
we needed—a pilot, a leader in the peri- 
lous enterprise we had undertaken. He 
called for Washington, already prepared, 
anointed bim as his servant with equal 
dignity an@ put into his hands the con- 
trol of all our defensive operations.’ 

“But here admiration suppresses utter- 
ance. Your minds must fill out the ac- 
tive character of the man. A descrip- 
tion of the warlike skill, the profound 
wisdom, the prudence, the heroism and 
integrity which he displayed in the char- 
acter of the commander-in-chief would 
suffer materially in hands like mine, but 
this, 1 may say—the eyes of all our 
Amprican Israel were placed upon him 
as their savior, under the direction of 
heaven, and they were not disappointed. 

“The Rey Nathan Strong, pastor of the 
North Presbyterian church in Hartford, 
spoke as follows on December, 27, 1799: 

“"‘He was as much cite anigal of peace as 
of war, as much respected, as deeply 
reverenced in the political cabinet for a 
luminous coolness of disposition whereby 
party jealousy became enlightened and 
ashamed of itself as he was for a ¢ool- 
ness of eommand in the dreadful mo- 
ment when empires hung suspended on 
the fate of battle. kis opinions became 
the opinions of the public body, and 
every Man was pleased with himself when 
he found he thought like Washington. 

“Under the auspices of ‘this great war- 
rior, Who was formed by the providence 
of God to defend his country, the war 
was ended and America ranked among 
the nations. He who might have been 
a monarch retired to his wwn Vernon, 
unclothed of all authority, to enjoy the 
bliss of being a private citizen. This 
Was a strange sight, and @eave a new tri- 
Uumph to human virtue—a triumph that 
hath never been exceeded in the history 
of the world, except it was by his sec- 
ond recess, which was from the presi- 
dency of the United States.’ 


Lee on Washington’s Death. 


“And on the day preceding, December 
26, 1799, in the course of his memorabie 
funeral oration before both houses of 
congress, Major General Lee, then a rep- 
resentative irom the state of Virginia, 
gave utterance to the noble sentiment 
as forceful today as in those early years 
of our national life: 
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“To the horrid din of battle sweet 
peace succeeded, and our virtuous chief, 
mindful only of the common good, in a 
moment ‘tempting personal agerandize- 
ment, hushed the discontent of growing 
sedition, and, surrendering his power 
into the hands from which he had re- 
ceived it, converted his sword into a 
plowshare, teaching an admiring -world 
— to be truly great you Must be truly 
good.’ 

“While strong with his own generation, 
he is strong even in the judgment of 
the generations which have followed. Af- 
ter a lapse of a century he is better 
appreciated, more perfectly understood, 
more thoroughly venerated and loved 
than when he lived. He remains an 
ever-increasing: influence for good in every 
part and sphere of action of the republic. 
He is recognized as not only the most 
far-sighted statesman of his generation, 
but as having had almost prophetic vi- 
sion. He \built not aione for his own 
time, but for the great future, and point- 
ed the rightful solution of many of the 
problems which were to arise in the 
years to come, 

“John Adams, the immediate successor 
of Washington, said of him in an address 
tou the senate on the 23d of December, 1:99: 

‘For myself, he had lived enough tc 
life, and to giory. For his tel.ow citizens, 
if their prayers couid have been answered, 
he would have been immortai. His exam- 
pie is now complete and it will teaen 
wisdom and virtue to magistrates, citizens 
and men, not only in che present age, 
but in future generations, as long as our 
history shall be read,’ 

“The nation needs at this moment the 
help of his wise examp.e. In dealing with 
our Vast responsibilities we turn ty him 
We invoke the counsel of his life and 
character and courage. We summon his 
precepts that we may keep his piedges to 
maintain justice and law, education and 
morality, and civil and religious liberty in 
every part of our country, the new as 
Weil as the old,” 

The president was interrupted frequent- 
ly by applause and at the ciose of his 
oration was cheered heartily. 

‘Lhe exercises at the mansion were coh- 
cluced with a benediction pronounced by 
Brether kd N. Catisch, rabbi of Beth 
Ahaba synagogue, of Richmond, Va. 

Red Men’s Exercises. 

At 3 o'clock a delegation of the Improved 
Order of Red Men, in charge of the great 
incohonee, Hon. George EL Green, of 
Binghamton, N. Y., and Hon. Charles 
Hi. Litchman, of Marbiehead, Mass., ar- 
rived at Mt. Vernon today to pay th - 
ute of 220,00 Red Men to the emmede ad 
Washington. He was one of the founders 
of the “Sons of Liberty,’’ to whieh the 
Red Men trace back their origin through 
Varying names. The chiefs to officiate at 
the tomb were selected by Great Incoho- 
nee Green, Who appointed as master of 
ceremonies Hon, H. Hester, of Ohio past 
grand sachem, : 

After Chef Hester had read the c&ll for 
the observance of the day and the great 
prephet, Judge Robert T. Daniels, of 
Griftin, Ga., had invoked the great spirit 
Acting Great Incohonee C. H. Litchman. 
of Marbiehead, Mass., pronounced the 
Olation upon Washington. It was an in- 
spiring tribute, exquisite in thought and 
~ gai and quite worthy of its great sub- 
ect.

reccrds, Charles H. Conley, with a beauti- 
ful message to the Red Men of the worid.

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The Peters Street Improvement. 

The enthusiasm displayed by the 
property owners, residents and busi- 
ness men of Peters street in their 
meeting Wednesday night was due 
partly to their ardent desire 
to secure a much needed im- 
provement, and partly to their belief 
that council would not hesitate to co- 
operate with them, and with the board 
of county commissioners in promptly 
beginning the work and pushing it to 
a speedy conclusion. , 

The action of the county board shows 
that the commissioners propose to car- 
ry out their duties in no narrow spirit, 
The whole county, as well as the whole 
city, is interested in improving the 
main thoroughfares of the town—the 
streets which, when they have reachea 
the city limits, become the main public 
highways of the county. Viewed in this 
light Peters street is not only one ot 
the most important streets in the city, 
but is a part of the most important 
public highway in the county. Viewed 
in this light, the policy of the board of 
commissioners is broad, liberal and pa- 
triotic. 

The Constitution hopes and believes 
that this broad policy on the part of 
the county board will beget a similar 
spirit and policy on the part of the 
city council. It hopes, too, that the 
enthusiasm of those who are immedi- 
ately concerned in the improvement 
will go far toward = emphasiz- 
ing the necessity of the work. 
Such emphasis is not needea 
among those who are familiar 
with the face of Peters street. Fifteen 
years ago, the city made an experiment 
With macadam and this was put down 
on Peters street. © The work was well 
and thoroughly done, but macadam is 
not warranted to last a lifetime. Peters 
is a busy street at all times of the year, 
A large volume of country trade makes 
that thoroughfare its objective point, 
and the result is that the street is now 
in a deplorable condition. 

If the city had been diligent in mak- 
ing the necessary repairs in the ma- 
cadam from time to time, matters 
would not be so bad: but now the con- 
dition of the whole street is such as to 
demand a thorough and radical im- 
provement. There has been, and 
there may be now among the narrow- 
minded and the short-sighted, an idea 
that the improvement of a public thor- 
oughfare was only for the benefit of 


— ee — Se 


those owning property along the 
street. As a matter of fact, such an 
improvemen? affects, and is for the 


benefit. of, the public. No consider- 
able public improvement can be made 
in one section of the city that does 
not promte the interests of all. The 
beneficial influences may be indirect; 
it may be difficult to lay a finger upon 
them; but both reason and common 
sense unite in saying that these re- 
sults are inevitable. 

A city in which a progressive ele- 
ment abides finds itself compelled to 
look to the future. It builds for the 
present, but it is obliged to build for 
the future, too. Especially is this the 
ease when the improvements called for 
affect the whole public. This is the 
case with such necessary improve- 
ments as that which the present condi- 
tion of Peters street calls for. 

There is no economy in delay, but 
rather a loss to ail the interests of the 
city. This is also true of municipal 
improvements which are desirable and 
yet not absolutely necessary. Every 
dollar put in a desirable improvement 
returns to the city and to the tax- 
payers in a hundred different shapes: 
it returns especially in the shape of 
increased values, and in this way, 
where it was once expended, it returns 


every year thereafter and in the mean- 
time doubles and quadruples itself. 
There is nothing that Atlanta needs 
so much as a fixed and definite sys- 
tem of public improvements—a sys- 
tem based, not on pressing and imme- 
diate necessities, ‘but on a large and 
clear view of the needs of the municl- 
pality as a whole; and with an eye 
looking sharply to the future. Under 
such a system a public thoroughfare 
would not be suffered to fall into such 
a state as to prove an obstacle to trav- 
el or drive away trade. The citizens 
of no ward should ever find themselves 
compelled to present formal petitions 
for improvements. <A city govern- 
ment is chosen for the purpose of look- 
ing after the interests of the munici- 
pality—and these interests are vitally 


concerned with public improvements 
which are desirable. 

It has been said that the affairs of a 
city should be managed as intelligent- 
ly and as economically as the affairs 
of a private business concern, The 
comparison is truer than most people 
imagine, but what city lives up to the 
spirit of it? ‘Take any prosperous and 
growing business in this or any other 
town: do its managers permit it to 
run down at the heels anywhere? Do 
they allow théir roofs to leak or their 
storehouses to rot down? Do they fail 
to make additions to their plants when 
such additions are desirable? Do they 
allow their machinery to wear out be- 
fore replacing it? 

“Economy” is a big word, but in bus- 
iness. and in fact, in the experience of 
every successful man, it has a mean- 
ing that differs entirely. from that 
which has been injected into it by the 
minds of the parsimonious. 

Maintenance of the Militia. 

While the pending legislation in the 


provisions under consideration for the 
-maintenace of our militia system is not 
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on the seale which it should be, it is 
nevertheless an improvement for the 
better, and points to a well organized 
force hereafter. 

It is verv easy, in times of profound 
quiet to forget the causes which have 
made that condition possible, and to 
anyone that it is but @ normal con- 
dition. There never yet was a period 
of peace which had not been preceded 
by. an assertion of the supe- 
rior power which commands it, and the 
condition has only lasted so long as 
the disorderly elements were satisfied 
that this power was still capable of 
assertion. Had it not ben for the 
prompt presence in Darien last sum- 
mer of a small military force, there 
would have ensued a most disastrous 
roit, which, spreading through all the 
coast counties, might have left on rec- 
ord a second San Domingan forror. 
As it was, peace was readily restored, 
good order now prevails and harmony 
is likely to continue for a long time to 
come. : 

The two most necessary attendants 
of good government is a cool-headed 
shrievalty and a well-equipped mili- 
tary force. With a sheriff of cool 
courage and horse sense, it is very sel- 
dom that an occasion will arise which 
would lead him to throw up his hands 
and call upon t%e military. _ But when 
such an oceasion does arise, it is well 
to have the men on hand. Both 
conditions met, it is not likely that 
the third, the necessity for their ser- 
vice, will ever be called seriously into 
play. 

It is for this reason that the exist- 
ence of an organized militia should not 
be underestimated. 
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The Century Mark. 

When will the new century begin? 

By asking this question The Con- 
stitution does not propose to become 
tangled up in theories which are just 
now racking the brains of even wise 
men, but it proposes to present some 
flashlights which may stir up discus- 
sion, leaving the result wherever it 
may land. Whenever the century ,be- 
gins or ends, it is always well to keep 
cool. and let the more excitable part 
of the population wrangle over the 
difficulties of life 

Interest has been stirred up in this 
question by a recent decree of Pope 
Leo XIII, in whieh providing for 
public services, he says: 
Therefore, in order that the year 1°, 
which is about to begin, and which it 1s 
to be devoutly hoped will usher in a 
far more happy century, may, by the aid 
of God and of His only begotten Son, our 
Savior, have’ an auspicious opening and 
may close after a prosperous course, his 
holiness, Pope Leo XIII, graciously 
grants that on the 3lst of Decem»er, beth 
of the vear which is now ending and of 
the year about to begin, at midnight, in 
churehes and chapels where the most 
holy eucharist is kept, according to the 
prudent judgment of the ordinary, the 
most august sacrament may be exposed 
for adoration, and he grants also the 
permission to say or to sing in the pres- 
ence of the eucharist thus exposed 
at that hour only one mass of the. feast 
of the circumcision and the octave of 
Christmas. Moreover, he grants to the 
faihful the special privilege of receiving 
holy communion at the same time, either 
during or outside the celebration of the 
mass. 

In making this decree public in this 
country, Monsignor Marti Martinellt 
holds that its plain meaning is that 
the pope recognizes that the twentieth 


century begins on January 2 
1900, which date will make 
the first day of the 363 which 
will enter into the make-up ot 


the year 1901, which will be completed 
at midnight of the following 31st of 
December, when the count will begin 
of 1901 and its practical days and 
weeks to the end.

nineteen centuries. 

After discussing the Dionysian rule. 
which later gave way to the Gregorian 
calendar, which has been accepted by 
the civilized world, the same authority 
goes on to say that “there is no year

tem, fixed by one pope and accepted 


by (Catholic and Protestant nations be- 
cause it was based on a careful his- 
torical and scientific examination, 
stands. If we are to count time by 
this accepted system, 1900 years of the 
Christian era will not have been com- 
pleted until the close of December 31, 
1900. 

But while all this is to be said on the 
one side, The Chicago Times-Heraid, 
appealing to the ‘‘century bicyclists to 
sustain jt,” agrees with Monsignor 
Martinelli that with the 3lst of De- 
cember, at midnight, the 1900 years 
will have been completed, and that 
the crossing of the meridian of time 
will introduce us to the daily prac- 
tices which will make up the first 
year of the new century. Says this 
authority: 

Some theorists say January 1, 1901, while 
all practical people and bicyclists know 
that it begins at midnight December 31, 
1899, where January 1, 1900 begins. As 
soon aS We cease writing the “1S” in our 
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date lines we will be through with the 
“nineteenth” century and in the “twen- 
tieth.”’ 

To illustrate this contention, there is 
given a dialogue, which will, owing 
to the interest in the subject, bear 
repetition:

Sale of a Wife. 


Annie M. Bush, sixteen years oid and 
a bride of only four months, was arrest- 
ed in Boston on complaint of her hus- 
band, Michael Bush.

Mrs. Bush tells a seemingly im- 
probable story. Her arrest, she told the 
police, was ‘the act of a revengerful hus- 
band whom she was obliged to ‘eave be- 
cause of his abuse. Her maiden name 
She says her father sold 
her to Bush for $15 and compelled her 
to marry him. The wedding took place 
on September 8d, and after two weeks 
of unhappiness, Mrs. Bush says,. he ran 
away. She told the police her husband 
hit her with his fists. She also claimed 
that her mother and father held her 
while her husband beat her with a strap. 
Mrs. Bush went to the home of friends 
at 15 Ellet street, Dorchester. After re- 
maining there a short time she went to 
Providence, and, being a good singer and 
dancer, secured employment in a theater. 
Returning to Boston she secured a like 
nosition and boarded with friends of h-r 
parents, Mr. and Mrs, George Flynn, who 
are highly respectable and who cvrrob- 
orate her story of being sold into wedlock 
and abused by her husband. 

Marriage at Whirteen Legai. 

Alex -W. Scotit, aged thirty-two, and 
Sadie Scott, aged thirteen, of Minneapo- 
lis. fell in love and were married last 
month. The girl’s parents, who had not 
suspected the attachment, were bitterly 
indignant, and the father went the 
home of the couple and forcibly tcok the 
bride back to the old homestead. The 
husband got out a writ of habeas corpus 
for his wife, but the district court quash- 
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ed the writ. The case was then taken 
to the supreme court, which has just 
decided in favor of the husband.

Upon the theory that 
sleep is, to a large extent, a.matter of 
habit and can be lessened by proper care 
of the system, the members are trying 
to reduce sleeping hours to a minimum, 
consistent with continuing .health. Tite 
organization is not in the nature of a 
secret society, but it has been working 
quietly in order to get the best repre- 
sentatives among the students from 
the various courses uf college work. The 
experiment was at first begun in the 
Iowa university, and, while it does not 
appear to taKe on the character of an 
intercollegiate organization, the Wiscone 
sin members have z] 
lines of the Iowa Oniversity Club. The 
theory upon which the members are 
working is to get such control over the 
body as to keep part of the system at 
rest while the other pait works; in oth® 
words, avoiding unnecessary waste of 
vital energies. Thomas A. Edison, the 
great inventor, is the expositor of this 
theory. The method, as is given 
is to lessen the sleeping hours gradually 
and to accustom the system to it by de- 
grees.‘ The extreme limit fixes rest at 
not more than four hours a night, th'®@ 
lengthening the working day some three 
or four hours.

Washington, December 14.—(Special.)— 
Hon. W. L. Chambers, former chief jus- 
tice of Samoa, who is now visiting cela- 
tives In Atlanta, will in all probability 
be the next United States district judge 
for the northern district of Alabama. 
Judge Chambers believes he will be given 
the appointment when Judge Bruce re- 
tires, and he bases that belief wpon Pres- 
ident McKinley’s personal assurances. 

Judge Chambers left here yesterday for 
his home at Sheffield and incidentally cx- 
pected to spend a couple of days with rel- 
atives in Atlanta. His work for the gov- 
ernment in connection with Samoan miat- 
ters was concluded with the treaty by 
Which the islands were partitioned be- 
tween this country and Germany. Since 
his return to Washington he had been 
in constant touch with President Mcxin- 
ley and the state department, and he left 
with the assurances from all official 
sources that what he did in Samoa not 
only had the full approval of this gov- 
but that the ultimate results 
attained were largely due to his efforts. 

High Praise for Chambers. 

President McKinley told Judge Cham- 
bers that he believed the United States 
had securéd much more in this pattition 
than it would have been able to get bad 
the distribution come earlier vader 
other circumstances, and he fave 
the Alabamian to understand that much 
of this success he attributed to the chief 
justice’s management of affairs during the

exciting times in which he played sc im- 


portant a part. ° 
The president went farther than this. 
He showed his substantial indors*ment 


of Judge Chambers by iender ng him the 
post of United States minister toa 


Aipen- 
tina. 


Judge Chambers declined the offer. He 


explained that his business ipterests at 
Sheffield had improvéd so much of late 


that he felt it important to remain in this 
country. 

Then it was that he was assured that 
he would be appointed to the United 
States judgeship upon the retirement of 
Judge Bruce. It is an open secret that 
the republican politicians of Alabama 
have been trying for some time to get 
Judge Bruce to ask for retirement, but he 
has steadily declined all overtures of this 
kind. How far these have gone—whether 
the judge has been personally approach- 
ei—I[ am unable to say, but I know that 
the republican politicians of that state 
have been looking to his place as a plum

stuck on and still sticks. 


Republicans Anxious for the Place. 


He is an old man and is within one 
year of the age for retirement under the 
law. More than one republican lawyer 
in the state has his eye on the place, and 
more than one has counted himself as a 
sure winnee. How these gentlemen and 
the other straight republicans of Ala- 
bama will take the suggestion of Judge 
Chambers’s appointment can be guessed, 
Judge Chambers says he is a democ@it, 
but he told the president he was with the 
administration upon its financial views 
and upon the expansion question. He 
says he was in doubt about expansion at 
first, but he is now a strong expansion- 
ist. 

Alabama republicans here who have 
been told of his expectations in the judge- 
ship line say he will find considerable 
trouble in his efforts to expand into the 
federal judgeship, as they propose to 
have that place for some of the faithful, 
but Judge Chambers will not be worried 
over this, for he considers that he has 
the president's assurance that he will 
get the appointment.

Williams, of Mississippi, Calls Atten- 
tion to Jolo Convention. 


SEEKS INFORMATION ON IT 


Representative Willing To Show Our 
Hands to the Insurgents. 


WILL GIVE THEM INDEPENDENCE 


Resolution Introduced in the House 
Might Put a Stop to the 
Insurrection. 


Washington, December 14.—Two joint 


resolutions were introduced in the house 


of representatives today by Representa- 
tive Williams, of Mississippi, which are 
the result of consultation among a num- 
ber of democratic leaders In the Louse 


and are understood to be expressive of 


their general position on the Philippines. 
The text of the first resolution is as fol- 
lows: 

““W hereas, The Aope has been held out 
that the Filipinos, now waging war 
against the forces of the United States 
in the island of Luzon, would lay down 
their arms if authoritatively assured that 
it was the intention of the government 
and the people of the United States ultt- 
mately to grant to the people of that 
island thele independence and the abso- 
lute control of their domestic affsirs, 
and, , 

‘“‘Whereas, Such is the intention of the 
government and of the American people 
who do not believe in wars of conquest 
or criminal aggression against other peo- 
ples, and have frequently declared their 
horror thereof, now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, By the senate and house of 
representatives in congress assembled: 

“Section 1. That it has always been our 
intents and purpose to recognize the in- 
alienable right of the Filipinos to sgelf- 
and national independence, 
and that in pursuance thereof, we shall 
make formal recognition of these rights 
and withdraw our land and sea fcrces 
upon the establishment of peace and the 
inauguration of a constitutional govern- 
ment or governments by the people «af ihe 
islands, or any of them: provided, the 
said government agrees, or the said gov- 
ernments agree, to refund the $20,000,000 
which was paid by us to the queen of 
Spain; to give us in fee simple, with right 
of sovereignty vested in us, a place suita- 
ble for a naval station and other places 
fitted for coaling stations, and to grant 
the American people in perpetuity the 
right of free access to all of their perts 
for goods, merchandise and pé¢rsons bent 
on pé@aceful or missionary pursuit. 

“Sec. 2. We pledge our friendly assist- 
ance and counsel in the work of jnau- 
gurating such a government. 

“Sec. 3. We pledge ourselves to treat as 
an unfriendly manifestation toward the 
United States any foreign interference or 
aggression for the period of ten vears 
from and after the establishment of such 
a government; provided, that the covern- 
ment and people of said islands shell 
surrender into our keeping during that 
period the entite question of their for- 
eign'relations, and shall pay the «rApense 
to which we may be put for such troops 
as shall, at the request of said govern- 
ment, be Kept on Philippine territory, and 
of such ships and naval forces as may be 
kept in the Philippines or adjacent waters 
for the purposes of protection herein 
promised,’’

Several days ago Bishop Lou's de Goes- 
briand, bishop of Burlington and senior 
bishop of the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
in America, died at’ the Providence or- 
phan asylum in Burlingtor® Vt. In his 
early youth he was worth not ivss than 
$1,000,000, but when he died his worldly 
possessions were limited to only $2.12 in 
cash, which was found in his private 
desk. Bishop Goesbriand was buried 
with all the beautiful ceremonies of the 
church in whose service he had spent al- 
most all of his eighty-three vears of life. 
After his remains were laid away in the 
tomb before the episcopal residence in 
this city, his successor in office, Vishop 
Michaud, instituted a search for the pious 
old man’s will.

He had 
been nominated by President Johnson for 
that position in the foregoing July. 

The year 1866 was signalized by the 
inauguration of one of the most exciting 
American history. This was 
the ever memorable struggle between the 
president and the federal congress anent 
the reconstruction of the seceded and 
conquered commonwealdths. Dissatisfied 
With the concessions made by the south, 
and at war with Johnson's policy of na- 
tional rehabilitation, the extreme repub- 
licans, intent upon Dixie’s further degra- 
dation, resolved upon the line of action 
proper to pursued. And so, inspired 
by Thaddeus Stevens, they commenced 
& furiously malicious crusade which 
eventuated in the passage of the infa- 
mous fourteenth constitutional amend- 

In accordance with its provisions,

negroes became citizens, and a wholesale 
disfranchisement of such as had held 
office before the war and fought on the 
southern s¥de was effected. Fiercely and 
unitedly opposed throughout the length 
breadth of Dixie, this accursed 
amendment was the ttheme for heated 
discussion in every part of tthe country. 
This and kindred mischief the congres- 
impiaca- 


biyv with a view to 


accompiished; and, 
the national union convention was con- 
voKed in Philadelphia in August, 1866. 
The deliberations of that conciave, how- 
ever, in which Georgia enjoyed repre- 
brought no relief to the dis- 
tracted situation. Tae republicans were 
all potem, and, conscious of their irre- 
sistible strength, they pressed their vil- 
lainouws advantage with an unsparing 
venom. And it soon became apparent 
that opposition to their demands only 
increased the number and severity of 
their exactions. In proof of our asser- 
tion We record the tact ‘that the four- 
teenth amendment did not’secure to the 
negro ‘tthe right of suffrage. But when it 
Was indignantly rejected, the voting pre- 
rogative Was speedily superadded to that 
of citizenship, 

Upon the assembling of the 
legisiature in November, 1866, 
teenth amendment matter was at once 
presented for its consideration. Governor 
Jenkins’s message Wus in itself a superb 
argument against the adoption of that 
objectionable ordinance. No _ persuasion 
was needed, however, to convince the 
members where ‘their duty lay; and when 
the question was submitted to the arbitri- 
ment of ballots, their almost unanimous 
rejection of this child of a republican 
congress was the natural outcome. As 
the commonwealth acted, so did her 
southern sisters; their resistance serving 
to fan into a brighter blaze the uncom- 
promising flame of radicalism. Early in 
the ensuing spring, the odious Sherman 
measure became a law. By its terms the 
repulsiveness of the above mentioned 
amendment was still further intensified. 
Besides disfranchising the leading whites 
and transforming the negroes into citl- 
zens, the latter were now, moreover, in- 
vested with suffrage privileges. The in- 
evitable climax had been reached. The 
golden ambition of Dixie’s enemies had

-been attained; and ‘they at length beheld 


the Caucasian in fetters and his former 
slave in insolent control. Immediately 
upon the passage of’the Sherman bill. 
Governor Jenkins repaired to Washington 
city and instituted supreme court pro- 
ceedings with a view to testing its con- 
stitutionality. But, although ably repre- 
sented, his patriotic attempt was un- 
availing, his case being dismissed from 
the tribunal. At this time ex-Governor 
Brown occupied an exceedingly trying 
position. Taking an opposite stand from 
that of the executive, he had counseled 
complete acquiescence in the conditions 
as embodied in the fourteenth amend.- 
ment. For that reason he had incurred 
the unqualified enmity of many of his 
fellow citizens, and had furnished the 
butt for unlimited and most bitter vitu- 
peration. In Hon. B. H. Hill's celebrated 
“Notes on the Situation,” contempora- 
neously published, that worthy was vig- 
orously assailed. With characteristic 
pluckiness, however, the latter locked 
controversial shields with his~* brillian: 
antagonist, dauntlessly exchanging blow 
for blow in maintenance of the cause 
which he had conscientiously espoused. 
It was a notable conflict. In the words 
of Avery, “Hill had the public pulse on 
his side. Brown was breasting an over- 
whelming popular sentiment. Hill rode 
a very floodtide of the people’s indorse- 
ment. Brown fought, crowded down with 
public odium.” Alluding to the incem-

No. 157, a bill to. be entitled an act to

lien, not heretofore publicly recorded, on 
property located in this state, and to 
make consolidation, tad an interesting 
session, The gentlemen opposing it were 
etrong in denunciation of it, Colonel 8. 
C¢. Dunlap, of Gainesville, spoke in lively 
fashion, saying: 

“I come before you tonight as a matter 


of duty to some interests I represent, 1 
am receiver, appointed by the superior 
eourt of Hajl county for the Gainesville, 


Jefferson and Southern railroad, a littie 
raiiroad that runs from Gainesville to 
Jefferson and Social Circle, about sixty- 
live miles long, 

“Then, 1 am general manager for an- 
other short railroad from Cornelia to 
‘Naliuiah Falle. The owners of that latter 
railroad live in New York and have no 
Kneowiedge whatever of this bill. ] only ac- 
cidentally heard of it yesterday. No paper 
in the city of Atianta or anywhere 
so far as | know has pubilshed any notice 
of it or any comment on it. It seems to 
have got through the senate without 
the knowledge of anybody, I don’t Know 
who is back of it, but it seems to be a 
most ardoitiy drawn bill and it seems to 
mea most unreasonable and unusually in- 
famous measure, (Laughter.) Perhaps 
that is rather too strong, but l am a little 
embarrassed in this august body. 

“I don’t Know who drew it, but it seems 
a very adrolily drawn bill, and if there 
ever Was a cat covered up in a meal tub, 
this is one. 

“Now, gentlemen of the committee, this 
bill has passed the senate and if it be- 
comes aYaw it will absolutely destroy the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern rail- 
road. It will put it where it cannot be 
reorganized, and Where it cannot be ex- 
tended, and it can only be bought by one 
single railroad in the state of Georgia, 

“Ihe object of the builders of this lat- 
ter road which I| represent was to extend 
it in a southern direction toward Macon 
and in a northern direction to Dahionega 
and to a connection with the East and 
West railroad at Cartersville—a very 
good territory, and where it is very neces- 
bury and important that railroads should 
be built— it is a territory in a measure 
without raiirvoads, This bill would utter- 
ly prohibit that. 

“Now if you will read the second clause 
of it you will find the import of it.” 

Mr. Hall—You stated only one road could 
get that road, what road is that?

The bonds are scatter- 
ed all over that country, and if I can 
make it profitable I can extend it to 
Kroxville, Tenn., and that ‘s the ultl- 
mate object of the owners of that rail- 
road. We want to extend it through 
tabun Gap to the head of the Tennessee 
river, and down ‘tthe Tennessee to Knox- 
ville. and if this bill passes, nary bond 
can We ‘issue and, nary dollar can we 
raise, and the road will be smothered 
where it is and it can never go any 
farther. That is my condition, gentle- 
ment. The president of my road lives 
in New York; he has never heard of 
this bill.

I have de- 
livered my message. If you gentlemen 
report this bill favorably and it passes 
through this legislature and becoines a 
law you will fasten a monopoly on the 
state of Georgia such as does not exist 
anywhere else on the face of the earth 
that I have ever heard of.

Mr. Wilburn, president of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Southern road, next 
adderssed the committee as follows: 

“Tl would like to speak only a few 
words in behalf of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern raod, which extends 
from Chattanooga, Tenn., to Carrollton, 
Ga., a distance of practically 140 miles. 
The object, when this road was first 
started, was ito extend it to Columbus, 
Ga., through LaGrange. By some means 
the construction stopped at Carrollton. 
The railroad passed through a receiver- 
ship and it was reorganized in 1897; it had 
had a hard struggle to Keep alive and 
going. Since the receivership it has been 
operated independently. The owners have 
received little or no returns from their 
investment for six or seven years, but 
recently there has been some improve- 
ment in the local business, our through 
business amounting to but very little, 


ments and proposes to spend three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars more. When we 
have the improvements on Hutchinson's 
island completed we will have capacity 
for thirty-three steamship, 30 feet iong 
to load and unload at a time and have 
the greatest naval stores accommoda- 
tions in the south, and perhaps in the 
world, as well as accommodations for 
lumber and cotton, and all these opera- 
tions will be stopped at once by the 
passage of this bill. 

We have the only real bona fide com- 
petitive road that enters into Savannah, 
and gives the people of southwest Geor- 
gia an entirely independent access into 
Savannah. 

Our operations would be stopped—ime 
provements would at once come to a 
standstill; we could build no more roads 
nor complete our docks. Why? We 
have no money, we have just got out of 
the hands of a receivership; we cannot 
get any money except as we build the 
road and sell the bonds. This act says 
you must go before the railroad commis- 
sion and must appeal to the majorily 
of that board: you are at the mercy of 
two men to approve or defeat the build- 
ing of any road, and you must make it 
appear to their satisfaction that such 
issue is necessary. Anybody may oppose 
it, be he stockholder, creditor or inter- 
ested party. 
may say:- ‘You have charged me $1 for 
freight when you should only’ have 


three times; you owe me the 15 cents,” 
and he can go to the superior court in 
any county where that road runs and 
operates and stop such proceedings by 
injunction. The ratlroad commission may 
think it is not wise to give their sanc- 
‘tion, and the whole thing is stopped. 
Now, you may say there ‘ts nothing un- 
fair about it; that it is simply protecting 
northern capital that is invested here. 
Let us see what it says to the Georgia 
and Alabama. Suppose they say: “You 
have acted honestly; you have so con- 
ducted affairs as to satisfy the people 
who are buying the stocks and bonds 
and putting up money to build the road; 
now, while you have done and are doing 
that honestly, you shall not do so with- 
out going througn these formalities; biX 
if, two weeks ago, you had been so dis- 
honest you had put on record a mort- 
gage for $20,000,000 on property not worth 
$10,009,000, you could now go ahead and 
issue bonds and stocks on property not 
worth anything on the face of the earth.” 
It says it does not apply to any mort- 
gage publicly recorded. Suppose a mort- 
gage has been already recorded for $120,- 
011),000 and $80,000,000 has been issued, and 
that it is far more than the property is 
worth, the company can still go ahead 
and issue $40,000,000 more without che 
ecnsent of ‘the railroad commission or 
anybody else, and yet the Georgia and 
Alabama could not issue one dollar hon- 
estly without going through all these for- 
malities and expense and delays of in- 
junctions from anybody and everybody 
who might desire to do so. 

I will guarantee that when I left 
Savannah last night no one outside of 
those in our office, where we had re- 
ceived a telegram in regard ‘to this meas- 


speaking of Savannah, and not with ref- 
erence to any railroad, this bill is thg 
deadliest blow struck at that port since 
ithe yellow fever epidemic of 1876. I do 
not hesitate to say that we could better 
afford to have yellow fever with our 
improved sanitary conditions than we 
could the passage of ‘this bill. 

The Florida Central and Peninsular is 
about to the point of getting terminal 
facilities and getting in position to enter 
into active compeition with the balance 
of the roads there. This thing stops it 
right there. 

l am also interested in a little road 
down in the county of Mclntosh, about 
twenty miles long. We are just on the 
eve of extending that rvad. It is so 
poor that the railroad commission nv 
allows us to charge 4 cents a miie. Suje 
pose we had a few days aguv put on rec- 
ord a mortgage for $2,000,v0U, when tne 
property is not worth possibly wver $20v,- 
v0; there would be wothing now ¢o h:n- 
der us issuing the $1,0u0,0W of securilics 
more ‘than the property is worth, and 
yet if this bill should pass we couid not, 
of our own accord, issue a doiliar four 
extensions. 

I do not believe this committee will rec- 
ommend the passage of this Measure. 
Il am sure you snouid not. lt will be a 
sad day for this staie if you do. 1 be- 
lieve you. will demofstrate that the in- 
terests of all raiirvads and of coinpeti- 
tive lines of road in this state are safe 
in your hands,

Editor Constitution—I have just re- 
ceived and read a most remarkab’e bill, 
which has quietly and without notice or 
any information being given out con- 
cerning the same, been put through the 
senate and is now before the house of rep- 
resentatives of the Georgia legislature. 

This bill is entitled an act to limit the 
power of railroad companies to issue 
bonds, ete. It should properly be entitled 
“an’act to prevent competition by other 
lines, by creating new systems, and to 
prevent the building of new railroads In 
this state.”’ 


Provisions of the Bill. 

This bill provides that hereafter no rail- 
road company shall have power to issue 
its bonds secured by deed, mortyage or 
other lien not heretofore publicly record- 


ering any of its capital stock or any of 
its property located in this state, unless 
said issue of bonds shall be approved by 
the railroad commissioners of his state.

It is surprising in the 
extreme that so radieal a measure should 
not have at least been published and 
commented on.

A Boast in New York. 

The boast has been made by the oppo- 
nents of the Seaboard Air-Line in New 
York, since this bill passed the senate, 
that the Georgia legislature would pre- 
vent the reorganization of the Seaboard 
Air-Line system, 

The Southern railway is capitalized at 
$120,000,000, of common stock, $57,290,400 pre- 
ferred stock, $120,000,000 of bonds xad $74,- 
299,000 of stock and bonds of the subordi- 
nate companies which it conir>is and 
operates, and on which it is supp sed to 
pav interest or dividends. So great 1s 
their camtal stock that even in these 
boom times the common stock has not 
sold for more than $12 a share. It is cer- 
tainly a noteworthy thing that a corpo- 
ration, so eapitalized, should desire to 
keep down the issues of bonds of all 
other corporations in the interest of the 
people, after it has fixed its own mort- 
gage of record so that it can continue to 
issue bonds at its pleasure. , 


The People Interested. 


It is a great mistake if any man thinks 
this is only a fight between the Southern 
and the Seaboard. It is far more. itis a 
fight between the Southern and the peo- 
ple. If the Southern defeats the Seaboard 
system, it defeats the only efficient com- 
petitor now left in the state. 

The people have no real interest in the 
Seaboard system, except as a means to 
secure competition. As such Means, they 
have the greatest interest in preventing 
the Southern from throttling it und de- 
feating competition, 

The people understand this clearly, and 
it is to this that we owe much of the 
patronage we have received. 

The people of Georgia, I am quite sure, 
will deplore the passage of this act, which 
will destroy the ability of the Seaboard 
to carry through its reorganization and 
so destroy competition. 


Some History. 


The Seaboard Air-Line has been persist- 
ently fought by competitors from 1°s in- 
ception. The Southern Railway = ard 
Steamshig Association endeavored to shut 


it out from doing business witn other 
lines and forced it into Htigation to main- 
tain its rights. Next a boycott was 
brought on against it. Then the litiga- 
tions in Georgia, South Carolina and Vir- 
vinta, known as the “rate war cases,” 
were instigated against it. Presumably 
the allies of our competitors endeavored 
to buy up our capital stock, and plunged 
us into a series of Iitigations. When now 
it sees the Seaboard Air-Line about to 
form a system which can effectively com- 
pete with it, it is endeavoring through 
the legislature of Georgia to pass an act
